PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN BERKSHIRE, 
HAMPSHIRE AND THE ISLE OF WIGHT 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in 
the Counties of Berkshire, Hampshire and the Isle of Wight are 
published today (Thursday 6 February 1992). These are part of 
the third set of recommendations to be published as part of the 
general review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced 
by the Boundary Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also 
shown on the attached outline maps. The Commission recommend that 
Berkshire should be represented by eight constituencies (one more 
than the present number, that Hampshire should be represented by 
seventeen constituencies (two -more than the present number) and 
that the Isle of Wight should continue to form one- constituency . 
Announcements being published in the local press this week give 
details of the recommendations and, except in the Isle of Wight, 
explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes are 
available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional 
recommendations relate solely to parliamentary constituencies and 
do not affect the structure or arrangements of local government 
(County , District, Town or Parish councils) or the services they 
provide.

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Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the 
total number of constituencies and also contains the rules for 
redistribution of seats which in summary have the following 
effect. County and London Borough boundaries are to be followed 
as far as is practicable. Subject to these requirements, the 
electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly equal as 
possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if 
changes cause inconveniences or break local ties. 

In considering the size of constituency electorates, the 
Commission work to the electoral quota. This is the total 
electorate in England (36,302,984) divided by the-existing number 
of seats (524) which produces a figure of 69,281. At the start 
of the review, the electoral quota was published as 69,279 on the 
understanding that the total electorate in England was 
36,301,984. However, it has since come to light that a return 
from a District Council contained an error in one of the ward 
figures resulting in an undercount of 1,000 electors. The 
increase of two in the electoral quota has not changed the 
theoretical entitlement to seats (see Provisional Recommendations 
below) of these Counties. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about 
their provisional recommendations made within one month of local 
publication. These representations should be addressed to The 
Secretary, Boundary Commission for England, St Catherines House, 
10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. In this case, the representation 
period ends on 6 March 1992. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional 
recommendations are made by an interested local authority or by 
a body of 100 or more electors, the Commission cannot proceed 
with their final recommendations to the Home Secretary until a 
local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the Commission 
decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local 
inquiry is not obligatory. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for 
the whole of England to the Home Secretary between 1 February 
1993 and 31 January 1998. It is the Home Secretary* s duty to lay 
the Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft 
Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both 
Houses of Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new 
constituencies take effect at the next general election. 
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Provisional Recommendations 



Berkshire 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, 
eighth, seat in Berkshire. This requires some major changes to 
be made. 

Berkshire currently has seven constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 548,402. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical 
entitlement to 7.92 seats. If seven seats were retained the 
average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average) would be 78,343, whereas with eight seats, the county 
average would be 68,550. The Commission have therefore decided 
to allocate eight seats to Berkshire. 

Three of the existing seven seats have electorates of over 
80,000. The reduction of these high constituency electorates, 
the distribution of the electorate in the county and the shape 
of the county make some major changes inevitable to fit in the 
extra seat. The Commission have provisionally recommended eight 
constituencies which all have electorates close to the county 
average and to the electoral quota. 

The Commission decided that the current Newbury constituency 
needed to be reduced and that the best option was to remove two 
wards (Burghfield and Mortimer) in the east of the district of 
Newbury . These two wards would be added to eleven wards from the 
south of Wokingham district to form a Wokingham constituency. 

Commission considered that only minor changes to the current 
division of Reading between two constituencies needed to be made, 
with just two wards switching between the proposed Reading East 
and Reading West constituencies. The Reading West seat would 
continue to be formed by the combination of seven wards from 
Reading and five wards from Newbury district. The Reading East 
seat is proposed to contain eight wards from Reading and four 
wards from Wokingham district. 

The Commission gave careful consideration to forming two separate 
constituencies from each of the boroughs of Bracknell Forest and 
Slough. An indirect result of any such arrangement would have 
been the division of the town of Maidenhead between two seats 
which the Commission considered unacceptable. The proposed 
Windsor seat contains all of the town of Windsor and the whole 
of Windsor Great Park.

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Hampshire 



The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate two extra 
constituencies in Hampshire, thereby increasing the number of 
seats to seventeen. This requires some major changes to be made. 

Hampshire currently has fifteen constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 1,190,667. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota ( 69,281 ), gives a 
theoretical entitlement to 17.19 seats. If fifteen seats were 
retained the average constituency electorate in the county ( the 
county average ) would be 79,378, whereas with seventeen seats 
the county average would be 70,039. The Commission have 
therefore decided to allocate seventeen seats to Hampshire. 

Seven of the fifteen existing constituencies are 15% or more 
above both the seventeen seat county average and the electoral 
quota; including both East Hampshire and Eastleigh, which are 
more than 30% above with electorates of 91,519 and 91,871 
respectively. A further two constituencies are 10% or more 
above. The reduction of these high constituency electorates and 
the creation of two extra seats make major changes within the 
county inevitable. The Commission have provisionally recommended 
seventeen constituencies which are all, with the exception of 
Portsmouth South, within 8% of the county average. 

The Commission considered that the City of Portsmouth, which 
contains 142,872 electors, should continue to form two 
constituencies, keeping the existing constituency boundary 
between the two seats. Under the provisional recommendations, 
Portsmouth South is not subject to change. However, Portsmouth 
North will not, as at present, include two Havant District wards, 
which will transfer to Havant. Havant will, in turn, no longer 
include three of its northern wards, which will transfer to East 
Hampshire . 

East Hampshire will follow the entire north to south boundary of 
East Hampshire district and in the process will receive ten wards 
from Winchester. However, sixteen wards will be transferred from 
East Hampshire to a newly created North East Hampshire, which 
will, in addition, receive three wards from Aldershot. 

Three of the current wards in Basingstoke will transfer to 
Winchester along with one ward from North West Hampshire. Two 
of the most southerly wards in North West Hampshire will also 
transfer to the newly created New Forest East and to Eastleigh 
and Romsey, the latter being formed also with parts of the 
existing constituencies of Eastleigh and Romsey and of Waterside. 
This will enable the New Forest district to form one whole new 
constituency (New Forest West), and the major part of the new New 
Forest East constituency, together with the ward transferred from 
North West Hampshire and twelve wards from Romsey and Waterside. 
A new constituency of Meon Valley is also formed by combining the 
remainder of the Eastleigh district, one ward of Southampton, the 
northern wards of Fareham and two wards of Winchester. The 
Fareham seat will then be wholly within the Fareham district, 
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although two wards of the district will, as at present, be 
included in Gosport, which is not subject to any proposed change. 
The Commission also proposed no changes to Southampton Test and 
Southampton Itchen.

Isle of Wight 

The Commission have provisionally decided to recommend no change 
to the existing seat in the Isle of Wight. 

The Isle of Wight currently has one constituency with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 101,784. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota ( 69,281 ), gives a 
theoretical entitlement to 1.47 seats. The Commission have 
decided that the Island should therefore continue to form one 
constituency, which has been the case since 1918. 

In deciding upon their provisional recommendation, the Commission 
considered three options; no change to the existing situation; 
increase the allocation of seats and divide the county into two 
constituencies; and that one constituency should include part of 
the Isle of Wight and a second constituency should include the 
remainder and part of Hampshire. The Commission judged that 
there would be no benefit in joining part of the county with 
Hampshire and could, in effect, create confusion and a loss of 
identity among the electorate. The geographical considerations 
were that such an arrangement would also produce a constituency 
in which communications would be difficult and where a Member of 
Parliament would be less accessible to a considerable number of 
his or her constituents. The Commission were also mindful of the 
fact that, because of its independent and separate character, the 
Island was accorded special treatment under the Local Government 
Act 1972 and made a county. 

The Commission also considered that notwithstanding the 46.9% 
disparity between the total electorate of the county and the 
electoral quota, a suitable division between two constituencies 
within the county was not evident. Although the Island is 
divided into two districts ( Medina and South Wight ), the 
creation of two constituencies with the district boundary forming 
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also a constituency boundary would result in a large disparity 
( 12,212 ) and the electorate of the South Wight seat would be 
35% below the electoral quota. 

The Commission have therefore decided provisionally to recommend 
no change to the current seat. A notice to this effect is today 
being published in local newspapers, but no maps have been 
produced for public display. 

The name, designation and 1991 electorate of the constituency is 
ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY CONSTITUENCY ( 101,784 ).

The draft Order is submitted to both 
Houses of Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new 
constituencies take effect at the next general election. 



Provisional Recommendations 



The Commission propose adjustments to four of the six seats in 
Cumbria to reduce the disparity in the electorates . 



Cumbria has six constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 384,381 . 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota 
(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 5.55 seats. The 
Commission therefore propose that Cumbria should continue to have 
six constituencies. With six seats, the average constituency 
electorate in the county (the county average) is 64,064. 
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The electorates of the existing constituencies range from 73,974 
in Penrith and The Border to 55,548 in Copeland: a disparity of 
18,426 electors. The Commission have therefore provisionally 
decided to recommend some changes to the existing seats . They 
have endeavoured to keep changes to a minimum so as to avoid the 
inconveniences attendant on, and local ties broken by, 
alterations to constituencies. They have also taken account of 
the geographical features that exist in the county. 

The constituency with the greatest change is Penrith and the 
Border: 

(a) in the south, four wards of Eden district are transferred 
from Westmorland and Lonsdale (the boundary between the two 
constituencies now follows the district boundary between Eden and 
South Lakeland); 

(b) in the west, three wards of Allerdale district are 
transferred to Workington; and 

(c) in the north, four wards of Carlisle city are transferred 
to Carlisle Borough Constituency which then becomes a County 
Constituency. 

The effect of these changes is to reduce the disparity between 
the constituencies with the highest and lowest electorates from 
18,426 to 13,578 electors. 

No changes are proposed to Barrow and Furness or to Copeland. 
The Commission considered but rejected changes to these 
constituencies to further reduce the disparity. Changes between 
Copeland, Barrow and Furness and Westmorland and Lonsdale were 
not considered appropriate because of the physical barriers 
created by Duddon Sands and the Cumbrian Mountains. Changes 
between Copeland and Workington were rejected as they would have 
resulted in a constituency crossing the district boundary between 
Copeland and Allerdale; and they would have been likely to cause 
inconveniences and break local ties. 

The Commission recommend the following (1991 electorates in 
brackets ) : 

(a) that no change be made to the following constituencies:
